Vessels  of  heavy  draught,  slundd  not  approach  Cape^Ronnui  within  eight  faUioUis  water;  there 
bring  ti  iivefatiwni  bank  outside  of  the  shoais. 

Vessels  of  lighl  Av^xx^x  .cominxf  from  the  Southwd.midintetiding  to  nin  inside  the  shoals, 
mi/,  when  in  4i  fms.  naWr,  bring  Cape  Roman  Lt.H.  and  the  old  rniU  in  range,  the  Soudi 
point  oft  ape  1.  bearing  A.  by  E.  (K  SI 5' East  i  th^n  steer  KE.  (N.  ^3' East )  passing  directly  diroiigh 
dte  slue. 

Remarks 

These  sh/>als  are  of d/mgejynis  character,  lying  directly  in  t/w  track  ofioaste/v,  6  miles  dlrtant 
troni  the  Lt.  House,  tJtey  are  ahoiu  one  mile  in  Avtent  and  have  but  o  feet  water  upon  diem 
and  shoal  very  rapidly  from   6  iadtonu  to  S  teet     With  moderate  wiiidj;  trorrv  KE.  or  West,  the 
sea  does  not  Inrak  upon  Uieni,  but  with  winds  from  S.  W.atr?und  by  Soutli  to  the  East,  the}-  air 
sho  wn  by  the  Breakers  on  the  seaward  side . 

Inside  th£  shx?aU  th>:re  is  a  good  15  /I.  Channel  nearly  2  rnilrs  in  width . 

A  6  fl.  Channel  ACtends  fivm  the  Soulhwest,  leading'^to  theMarbor  inside  thr  Cape. 

There  is  good  anrlmrage  during  Northerly  winds  S.  W.  of  th^  Lt.Ho.  wilh  not  less  than  3  this 
water. 

Note 

Tfw.  Courses  and  Bearings  without  the  biarkeUf  are  Magnetic.  th^)se  within  are  True,  and  the 
divtances  ate  in  Nauti^xd  ndles.   The  Soundings  are  expressed  in  feet  to  18  feet  or  within  the  dot- 
ted hfiAv,  beyond  t/xeni  in  faXhoms,  and  show  the  depth  at  mean  low  water-tlie plane  of  reference. 

The  dotted  lines  be^-ond  low  water  mark  represent  the  bottom  within  the  re^s-peitive  depths  oftj.
